DR. BROUWER NOT 
GUILTY OF MURDER 


Toms River, N. J., Oct 18.—After ft 
Irial lasting about 10 days. Dr. Frank 
U Brouwer, Indicted for the murder 
nf his wife by poison, was acquitted. 
The jury brought in a verdict of "not 
guilty'* Inside of an hour. 


The court room was crowded when 
Judge Hendrickson ascended the bench 
to hear the finding. 


Dr. Brouwer was brought In. looking 
pale, but showing little signs of nerv- 
o^iF-ness. The jury Uien filed into the 
box. and the foreman was asked if 
they had 'agreed on a verdict. 
He 
promptly replied: "We find a verdict 
of not guilty." 


Instantly the court room was in an 
uproar. Men and women cheered and 
applauded In spite of the rapping for 
order, and the court officers had difll- 
culty In suppressing the noise. Finally 
when quiet was restored Dr. Brouwer 
svas formally discharged. He was so 
Dvercome that he could scarcely speak. 


At this point the applause was re- 
newed and women waved their hand- 
kerchiefs. while scores of Dr. Brou- 
wer*s friends crowded about him and 
offered their congratulations. 


When the excitement had died down 
somewhat Dr. Brouwer shook hands 
with his counsel, and turning to Judge 
Hendrickson thanked him for the im- 
partiality of his charge to the Jury. 


Brouwer then asked permlslson to 
address the jury, and 
when it was 
granted said: 
"I am thankful, very 
thankful, for the way you have treated 
me. and I hope that none of you will 
ever be placed in such a position as I 
have been." 


The doctor then shook hands with 
each juror. As he turned from the 
jurymen, men, women 
and children 
again pressed about 
the 
acquitted 
man, who finally ba<;ked up to a wall 
of the court room and grasped each ex- 
tended hand as the crowd, shouting its 
congratulations, filed past him. A 14- 
year-old girl paused in the line long 
enough to kiss him. Once free of the 
court room. Dr. Brouwer was hurried 
by his counsel to the street, where an- 
other crowd that had been waiting, 
cheered and followed him as he walk- 
ed rapidly towards his home. Passing 
the postofflce. Dr. Brouwer saw Miss 
Stella McClenahan and stopped to re- 
ceive her congratulations. 
As 
Dr, 
Brouwer 
came 
within sight of his 
home his aged mother and his little 
boys appeared In the doorway. 
Th« 
boys quickly ran Into the arms of their 
father, who, catching them up, one on 
each arm, ascended the steps to the 
house. As hla head reached her level 
his mother threw her arms about the 
three. 


A moment later Dr. Brouwer turned 
to the crowd which had remained at 
his heels throughout 
the 
affecting 
scene and briefly expressed his thanks 
for the evidence of good will. With a 
final cheer the crowd dispersed and 
the family withdrew to the house. 


Dr. Brouwer hung out the sign that 
had been removed from his office door, 
indicating his intention of staying In 
tqwn. Instead of leaving, as he had 
said he would do If public opinion was 
against him.

Havana» Oct 20.—A cyclone of un- 
precedented Bsverity. accompanied by 
a terrific downpour of rain, swept over 
the provinces of Havana and 
Pinar 
del Rio Wednesday night and resulted 
In 20 deatlis In this city and the seri- 
ous injury of a dozen or more persons. 
The damage Is estimated at fully $2.- 
000,000. The dead ore all Cubans of 
the poorer class. 


The United States cruiser BrooKlyn 
dragged her anchor 
until her stern 
grounded In the mud off La Regla^ She 
got off without Injury. 


The storm caused havoc and confu- 
sion among the shipping In tlie harbor. 
Mafiy buildings were badly damaged 
and nearly all the trees In the city 
and suburbs were uprooted. 


The 2000 American soldiers and ma- 
rinea at Camp Columbia were put to 
great 
Inconvenience by the 
storm. 
Nearly all the 400 tents in Camp Co- 
lumbia were blown down, but thero 
M^s little actual damage. Harry Fos- 
dlck. an army teamster with the 28th 
Infantry, from Sioux City. la., sus- 
tained probably fatal Injuries. He was 
crushed by a tree which fell through 
the barracks In which he was sleep- 
ing. 
Fred Sutcllffe. of Fort Snelllng, 
had his bead seriously injured, and 
Thomas Shonealt. of Reading, Pa,, sus- 
taiired Injuries to his back. 


One hundred and fifty tobacco barns 
In the Alqulzar district have been de- 
stroyed. The recently planted tobacco 
crop also has been seriously damaged. 
Enormous damage Is reported from 
the Gulra section, the centre of the 
banana and plantain growing Indus- 
try. These crops are said to have been 
practically destroyed. Many small far- 
mers have lost their all and are In 
great distress. 


Matanzas City was practically unin- 
jured. only a few houses there sustain- 
ing damages. No loss of life has yet 
been reported from outside Havana, 
but a message received says five per- 
sons were Injured at Nunez. 


All street car service In Havana was 
paralyzed 
and 
communication 
with 
outside points was Impossible. 
The 
telegraphic service was annihilated. 


The first train to come Into the city 
since the storm was the Santiago ex- 
press. which arrived Friday afternoon 
Passenger report that the devastation 
doe.s not reach far to the eastward. 


The storm caused the greatest dam- 
age and confusion in the harbor. Th.e 
Brooklyn 
drifted 
further than any 
other warship and finally brought up 
off La Regla, with her stem In the 
mud. She got off under her own steam 
and sustained no Injury. The cruiser 
Denver, the auxiliary cruiser Prairie 
and the supply ship Celtic all dragged 
their anchors more or less, but prompt 
seamanship averted collisions. 
These 
ships were all made fast to permanent- 
ly anchored buoys, which never before 
were known to have dragged. 
The 
damage 
sustained by the 
squadron 
amounts to little. Two boats were lost 
and some of the lighter deck 
fittings 
were carried away. The bridge of the 
Prairie was displaced. 


The total number of lighters sunk In 
the harbor has not yet been ascer- 
tained. Many of them were loaded with 
sugar and other merchandise, 
upon 
which the loes will be great. Owing to 
the lack of lighters steamers are now 
discharging 
alongside 
the 
wharves. 
The storm drove the lighters against 
the harbor bulkheads, where they were 
broken up or sank. The harbor has 
been searched for dead, and It is now 
believed that all the bodies have been 
found. 


In Havana city about 50 houses were 
more or less J injured, but owing to the 
massive 
construction of roofs 
and 
walls the damages are serious only in 
a few instances. The buildings of the 
University of Hacana sustained dam- 
ages amounting to many thousands of 
dollars. A partition wall In the Ameri- 
can legation was blown down. The of- 
fice 
furniture wa« ruined and 
the 
books and records of the legation were 
wet through. 


The destruction of tree« by the cy 
clone was a most remarkable feature. 
Throughout 
thelength of the Prado 
scarcely one trees remains standing; 
they were nearly all uprooted. Havana 
has thus lost one of its chief beauties, 
for It will be many months before they 
can be replanted. The parks also were 
destroyed. 
In 
Central 
Park, 
Colon 
Park. San Juan de Dios Park, and in 
the Plaza de Armas there are practi 
caJly no tree« left standing.

AWFUL TALE OF DEATH 


Survivors of Hurricane In Gulf Reach 


Key West, Fla. 


Key West, Fla., Oct. 22.—Survivors 
from one of the houseboats of the Flor- 
ida East Coast Railway extension along 
the keys tell a harrowing tale of death 
and destruction caused by the storm of 
last Thursday. 


W. P. Dusonberry. a civil engineer 
In charge of the work on Lonk Key, 
who miraculously escaped death, arriv- 
ed here on the Russian steamer Jennie, 
among other survivors 
rescued. 
He 
says houseboat No. 4, on which were 
150 men, was struck by the storm at 6 
o'clock Thursday morning and 
was 
driven out into the gulf through Hawks 
channel. 
At 6 o'clock the houseboat 
began to break up and as the great 
waves hit her 
men, singly 
and in 
bunches of two and three, were washed 
Into the sea and drowned. 
Some went 
below for protection, but when the top 
of the boat was carried away the waves 
rushed In and the boat soon went to 
pieces, 30 or 40 of the men being crush- 
ed to death In the collapse, the others 
grabbing timbers to save them from 
drowning. 
Engineer Dusenberry 
was 
In the hold, but succeeded in getting a 
log and floated until Friday night. 


On one piece of timber 16 men were 
clinging and nine were hanging to an- 
other. The sides of the houseboat were 
crowded with men.

If he has made any mistakes, as 
all men must, these mistakes have not 
been due to any fault of his own, but rath­ 
er to circumstances that could not have 
been overcome. 


This spirit of a fair and square deal to 
all, irrespective of political affiliation, has 
been demonstrated by Congressman La­ 
fean in his dealings with the old soldiers, 
their widows and orphans of the Twen­ 
tieth District. 
Politics have played no 
part in his efforts in behalf of the Defend­ 
ers of the Union. The eleven special pen­ 
sion bills passed by Congress through the 
efforts of Mr. Lafean for old soldiers of 
his district were secured by him only af­ 
ter careful and painstaking investigation 
secured their passage to be recommenced 
by the Grand Army posts in the Twen­ 
tieth District. 
Only the most meritorious 
cases were given consideration in these 
measures, and they were all recommend­ 
ed by the Grand Army men. 
Congress­ 
man Lafean did not take the advice of any 
politician or personal friend in securing 
this aid from Uncle Sam for the soldiers 
of his District. Politics had absolutely 
nothing to do with his action in the mat­ 
ter. 
His record in this respect will dem­ 
onstrate most clearly that more Democrats 
were provided for by special legislation 
than Republicans.

He has 
worked earnestly and zealously for every 
measure which has had the slightest local 
bearing and which could possibly prove 
of the least benefit to his constituents. 
He has been tireless in this regard, and 
he again goes before the people of the 
Twentieth District conscious of having 
performed his work to the best of his abil­ 
ity and for the betterment of all the peo- 
pie.

DR. BROUWER NOT 
GUILTY OF MURDER 


Toms River, N. J., Oct 18.—After a 
trial lasting about 10 days, Dr. Frank 
L Brouwer, indicted for the murder 
nf his wife by poison, was acquitted. 
The jury brought in a verdict of “not 
guilty** inside of an hour. 


The court room was crowded when 
Judge Hendrickson ascended the bench 
to hear the finding. 


Dr. Brouwer was brought in, looking 
pale, but showing little signs of nerv­ 
ousness. The jury then filed into the 
box, and the foreman was asked if 
they had 'agreed on a verdict. 
He 
promptly replied: “We find a verdict 
of not guilty.** 


Instantly the court room was in an 
uproar. Men and women cheered and 
applauded in spite of the rapping for 
order, and the court officers had diffi­ 
culty in suppressing the noise. Finally 
when quiet was restored Dr. Brouwer 
was formally discharged. He was so 
overcome that he could scarcely speak. 


At this point the applause was re­ 
newed and women waved their hand­ 
kerchiefs, while scores of Dr. Brou­ 
wer’s friends crowded about him and 
offered their congratulations. 


When the excitement had died down 
somewhat Dr. Brouwer shook hand» 
with his counsel, and turning to Judge 
Hendrickson thanked him for the Im­ 
partiality of his charge to the jury. 


Brouwer then asked permlsison to 
address the jury, and 
when it was 
granted said: “I am thankful, very 
thankful, for the way you have treated 
me, and I hope that none of you will 
ever be placed in such a position as I 
have been.** 


The doctor then shook hands with 
each juror. As he turned from the 
jurymen, men, women 
and children 
again pressed about 
the 
acquitted 
man, who finally backed up to a wall 
of the court room and grasped each ex­ 
tended hand as the crowd, shouting its 
congratulations, filed past him. A 14- 
year-old girl paused in the line long 
enough to kiss him. Once free of the 
court room, Dr. Brouwer was hurried 
by his counsel to the street, where an­ 
other crowd that had been waiting, 
cheered and followed him as he walk­ 
ed rapidly towards his home. Passing 
the postofflce, Dr. Brouwer saw Mi** 
Stella McClenahan and stopped to re­ 
ceive her congratulations. 
As 
Dr. 
Brouwer 
came 
within sight of hi* 
home his aged mother and hi* little 
boys appeared in the doorway. 
The 
boys quickly ran into the arms of their 
father, who, catching them up, one on 
each arm, ascended the step* to the 
house. As his head reached her level 
his mother threw her arms about the 
three. 


A moment later Dr. Brouwer turned 
to the crowd which had remained at 
his heels throughout 
the 
affecting 
scene and briefly expressed his thank« 
for the evidence of good will. With a 
final cheer the crowd dispersed and 
the family withdrew to the house. 


Dr. Brouwer hung out the sign that 
had been removed from his office door, 
indicating hla intention of staying in 
town, instead of leaving, as he had 
said he would do if public opinion was 
against him.

FIERCE CYCLONE 
SWEEPS CUBA 


Havana, O ct 20.—A cyclone of un­ 
precedented severity, accompanied by 
a terrific downpour of rain, swept over 
the provinces of Havana and Pinar 
del Rio Wednesday night and resulted 
in 20 deaths In this city and the seri­ 
ous Injury of a dozen or more persons. 
The damage is estimated at fully $2,- 
000,000. The dead are all Cubans of 
tho poorer class. 


The United States cruiser Brooklyn 
dragged her anchor 
until her stern 
grounded in the mud off La Regia* She 
got off without injury. 


The storm caused havoc and confu­ 
sion among the shipping In the harbor. 
Many buildings were badly damaged 
and nearly all the trees in tho city 
and suburbs were uprooted. 


The 2000 American soldiers and ma­ 
rines at Camp Columbia were put to 
great 
inconvenience by the 
storm. 
Nearly all the 400 tents in Camp Co­ 
lumbia were blown down, but there 
was little actual damage. Harry Fos- 
dick, an army teamster with the 28th 
Infantry, from Sioux City, la., sus­ 
tained probably fatal injuries. He was 
crushed by a tree which fell through 
the barracks in which he was sleep­ 
ing. 
Fred Sutcliffe, of Fort Snelling, 
had his head seriously injured, and 
Thomas Shonealt of Reading, Pa., sus­ 
tained Injuries to his back. 


One hundred and fifty tobacco barns 
In the Alquizar district have been do* 
stroyed. The recently planted tobacco 
crop also has been seriously damaged. 
Enormous damage is reported from 
the Guira section, the centre of the 
banana and plantain growing Indus­ 
try. These crops are said to have been 
practically destroyed. Many small far­ 
mers have lost their all and are in 
great distress. 


Matanzas City was practically unin­ 
jured, only a few houses there sustain­ 
ing damages. No loss of life has yet 
been reported from outside Havana, 
but a message received says five per­ 
sons were injured at Nunez. 


All street car service in Havana was 
paralyzed 
and 
communication with 
outside points was impossible. 
The 
telegraphic service was annihilated. 


The flr*t train to come into the city 
since the storm was the Santiago ex­ 
press, which arrived Friday afternoon 
Passenger report that the devastation 
does not reach far to the eastward. 


The storm caused the greatest dam­ 
age and confusion in the harbor. The 
Brooklyn 
drifted 
further than any 
other warship and finally brought up 
off La Regia, with her stern in the 
mud. She got off under her own steam 
and sustained no injury. The cruiser 
Denver, the auxiliary cruiser Prairie 
and the supply ship Celtic all dragged 
their anchors more or less, but prompt 
seamanship averted collisions. 
These 
ships were all made fast to permanent­ 
ly anchored buoys, which never before 
were known to have dragged. 
The 
damage 
sustained by the 
squadron 
amounts to little. Two boats were lost 
and some of the lighter deck fittings 
were carried away. The bridge of the 
Prairie was displaced. 


The total number of lighters sunk in 
the harbor has not yet been ascer­ 
tained. Many of them were loaded with 
sugar and other merchandise, upon 
which the loss will be great Owing to 
the lack of lighters steamers are now 
discharging alongside the wharves. 
The storm drove the lighters against 
the harbor bulkheads, where they were 
broken up or sank. The harbor has 
been searched for dead, and it is now 
believed that all the bodies have been 
found. 


In Havana city about 50 houses were 
more or lese Injured, but owing to the 
maaalye 
construction of roofs 
and 
wails the damages are serious only in 
a few instances. The buildings of the 
University of Hacana sustained dam­ 
ages amounting to many thousands of 
dollars. A partition wall In the Ameri­ 
can legation w m blown down. The of­ 
fice 
furniture wa* ruined and the 
hooka and records of the legation were 
wet through. 


The destruction of trees by the cy­ 
clone was a moat remarkable feature. 
Throughout 
thelength of the Prado 
scarcely one trees remains standing; 
they were nearly all uprooted. Havana 
has thus loat one of its chief beauties, 
for it will be many months before they 
can be replanted. The parks alao were 
destroyed. 
In Central Park, Colon 
Park, San Juan de Dios Park, and in 
the Plaza de Armas there are practi­ 
cal! y no tree« left standing. 


HUNDREDS DROWNED 


Island and Steamer Engulfed By Tidal 


Wave. 


Miami, Fla., Oct 20.—The steamer 
S t Lucie, Captain Bravo commanding, 
haa aunk off the Florida coast. One of 
the extension steamers arrived in port 
bringing 60 wounded, 
which 
were 
taken to the hospital, and it is said 
there are 28 dead bodies which will 
be brought up. 
It Is believed now 
that a portion of the Florida Fish and 
Produce company's fleet were destroy* 


ed. 
Manager Arms sent out one of 
their boats to look for the men and 
boats, and on their return the report 
ed no signs of the fleet. 
Tho fishing 
nets wore found strewn upon the 
shore. 


Captain Bravo says that he anchor­ 
ed on the lee sido of Elliott's Key, 25 
miles south of Miami, Thursday morn­ 


ing, and that soon after a tidal wave 
ensulfed the island. 
He says there 
were 250 residents on tho laJand, all 
of whom wore loat. The St. Lucie was 
crushed by the same wave, and of tho 
100 persons on board, 25 were killed. 
Captain Bravo was seriously injured. 


A barge containing 100 people is 
said to have been torn from its moor­ 
ings at Elliott Koy, and afterwards 
picked up near the Bahama Islands, 
50 of her passengers being reported 
drowned. 


AWFUL TALE OF DEATH 


Survivor* of Hurricane In Gulf Reach 


Key West, Fla. 


Key West, Fla., Oct. 22.—Survivor* 
from one of the houseboats of the Flor­ 
ida East Coast Railway extension along 
tho keys tell a harrowing tale of death 
and destruction caused by the storm of 
last Thursday. 


W. P. Dusenberry, a civil engineer 
in charge of the work on Lonk Key, 
who miraculously escaped death, arriv­ 
ed here on the Russian steamer Jennie, 
among other survivors 
rescued. 
He 
says houseboat No. 4, on which were 
150 men, was struck by the storm at 5 
o*clock Thursday morning and 
was 
driven out into the gulf through Hawk* 
channel. 
At 6 o’clock the houseboat 
began to break up and as the great 
waves hit her 
men, singly 
and in 
bunches of two and three, were washed 
into the sea and drowned. Some went 
below for protection, but when the top 
of the boat was carried away the waves 
rushed In and the boat soon went to 
pieces, 30 or 40 of tho men being crush­ 
ed to death in the collapse, the others 
grabbing timbers to save them from 
drowning. 
Engineer Dusenberry was 
in the hold, but succeeded in getting a 
log and floated until Friday night 


On one piece of timber 16 men were 
clinging and nine were hanging to an­ 
other. The sides of the houseboat were 
crowded with men. 
It turned over 
three times, each 
time reducing the 
number. 


HU8BAND'* BRUTAL CRIME 


Set Wlfe'a Clothing On Fire In At­ 
tempt to Burn Her Allvt. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct 22.—Screaming 
with pain and terror and with her 
clothing ablaze, Mra. John Doran ran 
from her house Into the atreet in Wil- 
klnsburg, near here, and after a po­ 
liceman had extinguished the flames 
she was taken to a hospital in a criti­ 
cal condition, where she told a story 
of her husband’s cruelty, charging him 
with deliberately attempting to burn 
her alive. Doran is under axrest 


According to Mrs. Doran, her hus­ 
band had been drinking, and when he 
came home he began to abuse her. She 
says that Doran hurled a lighted lamp 
at her and then knocked her down. 
Then, she declared, he seized a towel 
which had b^pn Ignited 
from 
the 
broken 1 *r. i) *;nd deliberately *et her 
clothing on fire. 
Her statements are 
substantiated by a 13-year-old daugh­ 
ter who witnessed the father*» cruelty. 
Mrs. Doran's hair was burned to the 
scalp, and her clothing 
above 
the 
waist was burned off, scorching the 
akin in a frightful manner. 


AWFUL CONDITION OF INSANE 
1660 Crowded Into Filthy, Dilapidated 
Building at Havana. 


Havana, Oot 22.—Governor Magoon 
visited the National Insane Asylum 
and discovered a deplorable state of 
aifair* there. One thousand six hun­ 
dred and sixty persons of both sexe* 
are crowded into filthy and dilapidated 
buildings with a cepacity for 400 per­ 
sons only. They are sleeping on broken 
cots relics of the last American occu­ 
pation. Congress made an appropria­ 
tion to enlarge the asylum, but the 
money was never expended. The con* 
ditions are very little better than un­ 
der Spanish control. Governor Magoon 
will take steps to erect 
additional 
buildings and remedy the abusea. 


The exodus of the American mt- 
rines in Cuba began today (Monday).

The pulp ra- 
tioa, however, increased the yield 
about tea per ceat. as compared with 
the feed of silage, although the cost 
was greater. The results, however, 
do aot prove but that the pulp would 
make aa economical feed oa 
where there is ao cora silage.

TEST OF BEET PULP. 


The new feed, new at 
least in 
some sections, called dry beet pulp, 
was tried at the New Jersey Station 
with two lots of cows during two 
periods of fifteen days each, but the 
pulp proved less profitable than corn 
silage. 
On the silage ration the cost 
of 100 pounds of milk was 2.8 cents 
less, and the cost of one pound of 
butter .61 cents less than when the 
pulp ration was fed. 
The pulp ra­ 
tion, however, increased the yield 
about ten per cent, as compared with 
the feed of silage, although the cost 
was greater. 
The results, however, 
do not prove but that the pulp would 
make an economical feed on farms 
where there is no corn silage. 


CORN AND COB MEAL FOR COWS. 


A dairyman who has long fed corn 
and cob meal to his cows says that 
he has found it one of his best feeds 
but it is better for them to add 
ground oats also. This feed, he says, 
with corn silage and some clover hay, 
keeps the flow of milk and its fat to 
the standard of summer bluegrass 
pasture. 
He urges his neighbors to 
try his plan, and says his feed mill is 
one of his best investments, thinking 
that grinding the ear corn, cob and 
an, adds much to its value in feeding, 
both to cows and pigs, 
He keeps as 
pany pigs as possible to feed his skim 
taiik to, fresh from his separator.— 
Farm er’s Home Journal.

BARRELING. 


It is necessary to bar* an attractive 


package. 
Boxes are used in the 


West, but In the East we do not grow 
apples attractive enough to warrant 
the use of boxes. We prefer aew bar- 
rels, but some in the trade like flour 
barrels best. 


Barrels should be cleaned by wash- 


ing if necessary. Place a round 
pasteboard at the bottom, then put 
a layer of apples, stems down, in con- 
centrate layers. Fill the barrel, con- 
stantly shaking as you proceed, and 
heap it a little above the top. Place 
a cushion of excelsior above the top 
and press ia the head.—W. H. Blod- 
gett, Worcester County. Mass. 


NIGHT BLOOMING CEREUS. 
Sozne weeks ago a magnificent 


specimen of the night-blooming cer- 
eus was in full Sower in the Boston 
Public Gardens, not far from the 
Washington statue, and the novel 
sight auracced throngs of visitors. 
The nigflt-blcoEiIag wonder flowers 
oa a climbing plant of thorny growth, 
the 
blossoms appearing as side 


growths. 
Tae blossom is about a 


foot 
long, of somewhat tubular 


shape, antl opens only at night, be- 
ginning to spread its petals late in 
the afternoon. 
By midnight, the 


blossom is spread open wide, sug- 
gesting a poad lily ia general ap- 
pearance. At one time last summer 
there were saveral blooms of the 
cereus in the Boston Public Gardens. 
—American Cultivator. 


FALL ORCHARD PLOWING. 
Professor King, of the University 


of Wisconsin, advises orchardists to 
plow their orchards and small fruit 
plantations late in fall, after the 
wood has ripened, as in so doing the 
spring moisture will be better con- 
served. Ha says: "Late fall plow- 
ing and deep cultivation in orchards 
of fruit tress and in vineyards of 
small fruits, after the wood is fully 
matured and growth arrested by the 
cold weather, will do very much to- 
ward givi"S the soil better moisture 
relations the next spring. In oases 
where injury from deep freezing la 
liable to occur the late fall plowing 
will lessen this dagger because the 
loc-se soil blanket will help to retain 
the heat in the ground as well aa 
the soil moisture. In the late plow- 
ing and deep tillage there is little 
danger of increasing the loss of plant 
food by leaching because the season 
is too late and the temperature of 
the soil too low to stimulate the for- 
mation of nitrar-is." 


THE ORNAMENTAL GARDEN. 
May is at hand anxious to outdo 


her predeccessor with a wondrous 
wealth of bloom. Flowering crabs 
show marvelous shadings of crimson- 
pink and white. Sheltered snowdrop 
trees repay this care in their marvel- 
ous way, -and toward the end of the 
month thorns in great variety by 
their prolific abundance of showy 
white, subtly fragrant flowers give 
promise of a showy autumn crop of 
fruits. 
Shrubs make a wonderful 


show in confusing variety, Spireas, 
Pearl Susa, Jew's ilallows, Carolina 
Allspice or Calycanthus, Golden Cur- 
rants, Bush Honeysuckle, Rose Aca- 
cias, Himalayan.

A few rears ago cotton teed could 


to tued for no purposes except for 
planting and for fertilizer. With the 
Introduction of the oil mills and the 
crushers, the seed began to be used 
for the oil and whereas farmers had 
left their cotton seed at the gins, 
they began to get a verjr good price 
for what had never been considered 
a part of the cotton crop. 


Now the statement is made that 


cotton-seed meal will be prepared for 
table use. 
This may mean a great 


deal to the people of the South. Mr. 
Edward A. Eve of the chemical lab- 
oratory of the Southern Cotton Oil 
Company of Columbia, S. C., has pre- 
pared for The Columbia State the fol- 
lowing on'the subject of -Progressive 
Milling:" 


"The 
growing agitation of the 


question of using cotton-sesd mea! as 
a human food will naturally bring 
the managers of the oil mills, and all 
thinking men who are in any v.-ay 
interested in them, to a realization 
of the fact that the oi! mill business. 
from a physical standpoint, is far be- 
hind other food manufacturing in- 
dustries. 
Everything indicates that 


this momentous question wil! be sec- 
tied in a short time and that cotion- 
seed meal when properly prepared 
will be recognized as not only a 
healthful and palatable food, but l»y 
far the most nutritive and economi- 
cal bread-stuff on the market. 


"The effect of such world-wide im- 


portance attaching to this heretofore 
neglected product will necessarily be 
to turn the lime-light on the oil mil!s 
where it is manufactured. Then, it 
not sooner, it will be seen wiiac 
crude affairs oil mills are, as com- 
pared with flour mills and corn mills, 
and how carelessly and wasteful!}' a 
large majority of them are operated. 
They can hardly be criticised, it is 
true, for not having discarded taeir 
old machinery and adopted the in- 
ventions of recent years, such as the 
cold-press and other radically aew 
methods, because'it has not yet been 
thoroughly demonstrated that there 
is anything better than the old reg- 
ulation steam-cooker and hydraulic 
press. However, it is in the nr/.ect 
to perfect and work to the best ad- 
vantage the methods that are now 
in use that nine-tenths of the oil 
mills show themselves less enterpris- 
ing and progressive than the flour 
and corn mills. 


"One hopeful sign is that a few. 


a vary small percentage of the SCO 
oil mills in the South, are realizing 
how much economy can be effected 
and how much the quantity and the 
quality of their products can be im- 
proved by following the example of 
the flour and corn and linseed mills 
in employing science and expert 
knowledge in working out the details 
of the operation. 


"Chemistry is doing more than 


any other one factor to perfect tt_ 
industry, by showing the quality of 
the products and the quantity of 
needless waste; and it is to be hoped 
that the mills generally will soon 
awake to the importance of both as- 
certaining and remedying all unnec- 
essary losses, seeing that the truest 
economy is practiced by those that 
intelligently spend a little money to 
obtain the best results and get an 
increased yield of a few gallons of 
oil per ton of seed in return."

drink*. Never content with results 
that may be so far in advance of past 
achievements as to seem like new 
mile-stones in the progress of their 
investigations, the plant and fruit ex- 
perts of the Department of Agricul- 
ture are continuing unceasingly "their 
search for novelties. They rote even 
the least indication of new traits 
which impress them as possessing 
possibilities of development, and see 
whether results cannot be gained in 
the permanent betterment of the 
fruit species to which that particular 
product belongs. 


In the Evening Post's correspon- 


dence of early last winter it was 
pointed out that the Rusic and Wil- 
lets citranges and other lately im- 
proved fruits then described were bat 
a part of the satisfactory results at- 
tained through experimentation in 
this line, and that there was the 
promise of other similar achievements 
to be announced within the ensuing 
year. 
Some of these expectations 


have already been fulfilled, and form 
aa interesting addition to the record 
of the Depprtmem in improving 
American fruit product* 


One of the most popular and de- 


licious thirst-quenching decoctions at 
this season of the year is limeade. 
Up to within seven or eight years ago, 
although the lime as a fruit was j 
cyown in ail tropical and sub-tropi- ; 
cal countries for home consumption, ! 
it was only at a verjr few places j 
that it was cultivated extensively for j 
the manufacture of an article known 
as "lime juice."

When the use of 


limes at soda fountains was intro- 
duced, the demand increased so rap- 
idly that the fruit attained a stand- 
ing as a commercial product, and de- 
veloped trade possibilities which were 
promptly recognized by plantation 
owners in southern Florida. 


As the general demand for the 


lime is of such recent origin, very 
few varieties have bean speciScally 
named or become permanently intro- 
duced in the 
principal 
markets. 


Some sections of the country have 
shown a decided preference for the 
small specimens, while in other cases 
large limes are more in demand. 
Some are very seedy, while others do 
not reach their prime until late in 
the season. The unknown qualities 
of the lime are so great, when com- 
pared with, similar varieties of fruit 
which have been under observation 
and cultivation for decades past, that 
there has been unusual difficulty in 
differentiating closely between the 
few varieties now practically estab- 
lished and the others which ara stiii 
largely in an experimental stage. 
I 


After much experimentation the 


Department experts have given names 
to two specimens which have pro- 
gressed under their care to a point 
where they are looked upon as com- 
mercial successes. 
The smaller of 


the two is a hybrid of the West In- 
dian lime with pollen of the Sicily 
lemon, and has been named the pal- 
metto. 
The original seedling was 


grown, fruited, and tested in the 
sub-tropical garden of the Dspart- 
ment as Miami, Fla. 
The original 


experimental tree 
produced 
only 


three seedlings. 
One of these was 


small and ultimately died, but both 
o? the others, which are almost exact 
duplicates of each other, have borne 
fruit which has had one of the chief 
marks of success—uniformity of size. 
Each, lime weighs a trifle ovsr cae 
ounce, is nearly round. wiT.li a smooth 
surface, and a rind less tlian one 
sixteenth of ai- incfc. in thickness. The \ 
pulp, of a light gresnish color, is-j 
tender and very juicy, Tvith a flavor 
which the experir. descrloa as "a 
sprightly acid of excellent bouquet." 
It is almost seedless, having usually 
only from three to six seeds. A' fea- 
ture recommending it to fruit-grow- 
ers is that it matures early and that 
because of the spreading, bushy na- 
ture of the vigorous hybridized tree, 
it bears the greater part of the fruit 
near the ends of the branches, where 
it may be picked with the minimum 
of trouble and injury. 


This small, regular, and very Juicy 


type exactly fits the requirements of 
the trade in some sections of the 
country, ana is destined to command 
a good price and wide market for the 
growers. 
For other sections, how- 


ever, where for some reason or other 
the larger specimen of limes is pre- 
ferred, the experts have provided a 
cross between the West Indian lime 
and the grape fruit. 
This has been 


named the "Everglade" lime, produc- 
ing the largest fruits of any lime 
tested in the course of the official ex- 
periments in hybridization. The fruit 
5s elliptical measuring from an inch 
And a hall to two inches in diameter, 


^rom one and three-quarters to 


Mian two inches in height. Its 
Is light yellow, without the 


greenish, tinge which distinguishes 
the smaller palmetto variety. 
Its 


Characteristic* ars very similar to 


those of the smaller fruit, of coun«, 
but It has the advantage of producing 
at least half an ounce more fruit con- 
tent, on the average, than its more 
diminutive hybrid relative. 


Morton Citranges. 


While developing: these two new 


specimens In the line of acid fruits, 
the experts did not overlook the in- 
creasing demand for fruit of suffi- 
ciently appetizing characteristics to 
find flavor as breakfast food. The 
great popularity attained 
by the 


grape fruit and the scientific success 
attained 'in the development of the 
Rusk and Willetts hybrid citranges, 
led to futrher work with other hy- 
brids. This has resulted in the pro- 
duction of the ilorton citrange, so 
named in recognition of the valuable 
services to agriculture of the late 
Hon. J. Sterling Morton, of Nebras- 
ka, Secretary of Agriculture under 
Cleveland. 


The experiments in this instance 4- 


were made at Eustis, Fla., the origi- 
nal fruit from which this hybrid de- 
veloped having been a cross of the 
tri-foliate orange with pollen of the 
sweet orange. 
This cress fruit pro- 


duced forty seedlings, of which eleven 
developed unmistakable signs of the 
true hybrid in exhibiting clearly in- 
termediate character of foliage. Aa 
. 


a dcssart fruit, or for eating at any | 
time, it has been found co be much, 
superior to the two citranges devel- 
oped prior to last winter, while it ia 
as desirable for making a beverage 
similar to lemonade or limeade. Its 
rather firm membranes, separating 
the segments of the fruit, permit easy 
extraction of the pulp with a spoon, 
thereby putting it at once into tae 
class with grapefruit. It has a very; 
slight bitter taste, and when served 
with sugar can be made to meet 
every demand of individual taste. 
For ordinary eating it is a little ^iore 
sour than the ordinary sweat orange, 
but not any more so than some of the 
so-called sweet oranges which find 
their way to the markets of the big--v 
cities. 
It is practically a seedless^ 


fruit. 


A feature of interest to consumers 


of this new frnit is the probability 
that it will be less expensive than 
oranges, for instance, because greater -fc 
hardiness of the hybrid makes possi- 
; 
ble to cultivation in sections where 
trees of similar species are killed by 
frost. 
WTiile the cold-resistant"t:qual- 


ity of the Morton has not been, tested 
to its limit, the record of experiments 
shows that it went through all the 
winters at Glen St. Mary, Fla., since 
1899 without losing its leaves. Sev- 
eral severe freezes, which were dis- 
astrous to other species and serious- 
ly affected the orange industry even 
much further south, occurred during ^ 
this time. 
Buds eight months old 


experienced without noticeable effect 
a temperature going down to fifteen 
degrees. Experiments ia Georgia re- 
«- 


turned similarly successful results in 
temperature falling to eight degrees, 
showing that it can be grown not 
only wherever the orange is success- 
ful, but ia additional localities where 
the orange could not survive the low 
temperature. 
This is aa important 


feature as respects the availability o^ 
the fruit as a market commodity, a. 
fact which 13 of general interest at 
such times as a great freeze in the 
South, when an orange crop inay be 
: 


killed off in a single night. 


Improved Pineapples. 


Pineapples, which enter so largely 


into table use, either as a fresh fruit, 
a preserve, or ir tae preparation of 
a beverage,, have also baen the sub- 
ject cf expei'iEisEts by the fruit spec- 
ialists of the Department. When the 
experts began this work some years 
b'ack there was no technical litera- 
ture on the subject available for their 
guidance. Experiments "at West Palm 
Beach did not result as wsll as an- 
ticipated -svheri first started, so final- 
ly the hybrid seed obcainei in the 
course of- crossing experiments was 
planted in a Government gresnaouss 
in Washington. AVhen the young hy-. 
brid plants had reacaad. a height of 
from six to eight inches they were 
shipped south, and transplanted at 
the sub-tropical garden at Miami, 
Fla. Heretofore, it has been assarted 
by growers that eight years was tha 
time required for a pineapple to bear 
fruit, but these experiments have 
demonstrated that It can be done in 
four years, if the plants are proper- 
ly handled and nurtured. 


To test the progress made from 


year to year, pineapples grown from 
these experimental plants have been 
brought to Washington, and com- 
pared with base fruits obtainable ia 
the Washington markets. In every, 
case, the experts found the Havor o* 
the hybrids to be superior and from 
this they deduced the idea that the 
commercial line has been grown 9* 
many years without seed propaga- 
tion that the old varieties have deter- 
iorated. 
To maintain the highest 


quality, a return to seed propagation 
la recommended hy some of the ex- 
perts, so that recent experiments 
may turn out not only to have pro- 
duced new hybrids, but to have start* 
ed a rejuvenation of the old specie* 
which had received a minimum of 
scientific care in the rush of comcMt 
Mai development.

B A R R E L i N Q , 


It is necessary to have an attractive 
package. 
Boxes are 
used In 
the 
West, but in the East wo do not grow 
apples Attractive enough to warrant 
the use of boxes. We prefer new bar- 
rels. but some in the trade like flour 
barrels best. 


Barrels should be cleaned by wash- 
ing 
if 
necessary. 
Place 
a 
round 
pasteboard at the bottom, then put 
a layer of apples, stems down, In con- 
centrate layers. 
Fill the barrel, con- 
stantly shaking as you proceed, and 
heap it a little above the top. 
Place 
a cushion of excelsior above the top 
and press in the head.—W. H. Blod- 
gett, Worcester County, Mass.

FALL ORCHARD PLOWING. 


Professor King, of the University 
of Wisconsin, advises orchardists to 
plow their orchards and small fruit 
plantations late in fall, after the 
^ood has ripened, as in so doing the 
spring moisture will be better con- 
served. 
Ha says: 
"Late fall plow- 
ing and deep cultivation iu orchards 
of fruit trees and in vineyards of 
small fruits, after the wood is fully 
matured and growth arrested by the 
cold weather, will do very much to- 
ward giving the soil better moisture 
relations the next spring. 
In cases 
•where injury from deep freezing is 
liable to occur the late fall plowing 
will lessen this danger because the 
loose soil blanket will help to retain 
the heat in the ground as well as 
the soil moisture. 
In the late plow- 
ing and deep tillage there is little 
danger of increasing the loss of plant 
food by leaching because the season 
is too late and the temperature of 
the soil too low to stimulate the for- 
mation of nitrafos." 


THE ORNAMENTAL GARDEN, 
May is at hand anxious to outdo

Strong Movoniont on Foot to Use the 
Meal Similarly. 


A few years ago cotton seed could 
be used for no purposes except for 
planting and for fertilizer. 
With the 
introduction of the oil mills and the 
crushers, the seed began to bo used 
for the oil and whereas farmers had 
left their cotton seed at the gins, 
they began to get a very good price 
for what had never been considered 
a part of the cotton crop. 


Now the statement is made that 
cotton-seed meal will be prepared for 
table use. 
This may moan a great 
deal to the people of the South. 
I\Ir. 
Edward A. Eve of the chemical lab- 
oratory of the Southern Cotton Oil 
Company of Columbia, S. C., has pre- 
pared for The Columbia State the fol- 
lowing on'the subject of "Progressive 
Milling:" 


"The 
growing 
a:?itatlon 
of 
the 
question of using cotton-seed meal as 
a human food will naturally bring 
the managers of the oil mills, and all 
thinking meu who are in any way 
Interested in them, to a realization 
of the fact that the oil mill business, 
from a physical standpoint, is far be- 
hind other food manufacturing in- 
dustries. 
Everything indicates that 
this momentous question will be set- 
tled in a short time and that cotton- 
seed meal when properly prepared 
will be recognized as 
not 
only 
a 
healthful and palatable food, but by 
far the most nutritive and ecoiiomi- 
cal bread-stuff on the market. 


"The effect of such world-wide im- 
portance attaching to this heretofore 
neglected product will necessarily be 
to turn the lime-llght on the oil mills 
where it is manufactured. 
Then, if 
not sooner, it will be seen what 
crude affairs oil mills are. as com- 
pared with flour mills and corn mills, 
and how carelessly and wastefully a 
large majority of them are operated. 
They can hardly be criticised, it is 
true, for not having discarded'their 
old machinery and adopted the in- 
ventions of recent years, such as the 
cold-press and other radically new 
methods, because it has not yet been 
thoroughly demonstrated that there 
is anything better than the old reg- 
ulation steam-cooker and hydraulic 
press. 
However, it is in the nc^lect 
to perfect and work to the best ad- 
vantage the methods that are now 
in use that nine-tenths of the oil 
mills show themselves less enterpris- 
ing and progressive than the flour 
and corn mills. 


"One hopeful sign is that a few. 
a vory small percentage of the 800 
oil mills in the South, are realizing 
how much economy can be effected 
and how much the quantity and the 
quality of their products can be im- 
proved by following the example of 
the flour and corn and linseed mills 
in 
employing 
science 
and 
expert 
knowledge In working out the details 
of the operation. 


"Chemistry is doing more 
than 
any other one factor to perfect tic 
Industry, by showing the quality of 
the products and the 
quantity of 
needless waste; and it is to be hoped 
that the mills generally 
will 
soon 
awake to the importance of both as- 
certaining and remedying all unnec- 
essary losses, seeing that the truest 
economy is practiced by those that 
Intelligently spend a little money to 
obtain the best results and get an 
increased yield of a few gallons of 
oil per ton of seed in return."

OF LIME—THE MORTON CITRANGE 


—IMPROVED PINEAPPLES.

Washington, D. 
C.—New 
treats 
are in store for persons who enjoy 
a variety of fruits in the summer and 
early fall, or who find comfort on 
hot summer days in sipping cooling 
drink*. 
Never content with results 
that may be so far in advance of past 
achievements as to seem like new 
mile-stones in the progress of their 
investigations, the plant and fruit ex- 
perts of the Department of Agricul- 
ture are continuing unceasingly'their 
search for novelties. 
They note even 
the 
least indication 
of new 
traits 
which impress them as 
possessing 
possibilities of development, and see 
whether results cannot be gained in 
the 
permanent 
betterment 
of 
the 
fruit species to which that particular 
product belongs. 


In the Evening Post's correspon- 
dence of early last winter it was 
pointed out that the Rusk and Wil- 
lets cltranges and other lately im- 
proved fruits then described were but 
a part of the satisfactory results at- 
tained 
through 
experimentation in 
this line, and that there was the 
l)romis8 of other similar achievements 
to be announced within the ensuing 
year. 
Some 
of these 
expectations 
have already been fulfilled, and form 
an Interesting addition to the record 
of 
the 
Depprtmenl 
in 
improving 
American fruit product^ 


One of the most popular and de- 
licious tWrst-quenchLag decoctions at 
this season of the year is limeade. 
Up to within seven or eight years ago, 
although the lime as a fruit was 
r4"0wn in all tropical and sub-tropi- 
cal countries for home consumption, 
it was only at a very few places 
that it was cultivated extensively for 
the manufacture of an article known 
as "lime juice." 
No commercial cul- 
ture existed, however, in any part 
of the United States, and this was an 
evident indication that there was no 
demand which made fruit growers 
suppose it would be worth their while 
to grov/ limes. 
When the use of 
limes at soda fountains was intro- 
duced, the demand increased so rap- 
idly that the fruit attained a stand- 
ing as a commercial product, and de- 
veloped trade possibilities which were 
promptly 
recognized 
by 
plantation 
owners in southern Florida. 


As the general 
demand for 
the 
lime is of such recent origin, very 
few varieties have been specifically 
named or become permanently intro- 
duced 
in 
the 
principal 
markets. 
Some sections of the couatry have 
shown a decided pr-eference for the 
small specimens, while in other cases 
large limes are more in 
demand. 
Some are very seedy, while others do 
not reach their prime until late in 
the season. 
The unknown qualities 
of the lime are so great, when com- 
pared with similar varieties of fruit 
which have been under observation 
and cultivation for decades past, that 
there has been unusual difficulty in 
differentiating closely between 
the 
few varieties now practically estab- 
lished and the others which are still 
largely in an experimental stage. 


After much experimentation 
the 
Department experts have given names 
to two specimens which have pro- 
gressed under their care to a point 
where they are looked upon as com- 
mercial successes. 
The smaller of 
the two is a hybrid of the West In- 
dian lime with pollen of the Sicily 
lemon, and has been named the pal- 
metto. 
The original seedling was 
grown, fruited, and tested in the 
sub-tropical garden of the Depart- 
ment as Miami, Fla. 
The original 
experimental 
tree 
produced 
only 
three seedlings. 
One of these was 
small and ultimately died, but both 
of the others, which are almost exact 
duplicates of each other, have borne 
fruit which has had one of the chief 
marks of success—uniformity of size. 
Each lime weighs a trifle over one 
ounce, is nearly round, with a smooth 
surface, and a rind less than one 
sixteenth of an inch in thickness. The 
pulp, of a light greenish color, Js 
tender and very juicy, with a flavor 
which the expertn describe 
as 
sprightly acid of excellent bouquet." 
It is almost seedless, having usually 
only from three to six seeds. 
A fea- 
ture recommending it to fruit-grow- 
ers is that it matures early and that 
because of the spreading, bushy na- 
ture of the vigorous hybridized tree, 
it bears the greater part of the fruit 
near the ends of the branches, where 
It may be picked with the minimum 
of trouble and injury. 


This small, regular, and very juicy 
type exactly fits the requirements of 
the trade in 
some sections 
of the 
country, and is destined to command 
a good price and wide market for the 
growers, 
f o r other sections, how- 
ever, where for some reason or other 
the larger specimen of limes is pre- 
ferred, the e#wperts have provided a 
cro&3 between the West Indian lime 
and the grape fruit. 
This has been 
named the ^'Everglade" lime, produc- 
ing the largest fruits of any 
lime 
tested in the course of the oftlcial ex- 
periment» in hybridization. The fruit 
i3 tllipticai, measuring from an Inch 
And a half to two inches in diameter, 
CMA ^rom one and three-quarters to 
V^ ^ Mian two Inches in height. 
Its 
oC-W is light 
yellow, without 
the 
greenish, ting® which 
distinguisbea 
the smaller palmetto variety- 
Its 
cib9.racterisUc# are 
very similar 
to 


those of the smaller fruit, of course, 
but It has the advantage of producing 
at least half an ounce more fruit con- 
tent, on the average, than its mor« 
diminutive nybrid relative, 


Morton Citranges. 


While developing these two new 
specimens In the line of acid fruit», 
the experts did not overlook the In- 
creasing demand for fruit of suffl- 
clently appetizing characteristics to 
find flavor as breakfast food. 
The 
great popularity 
attained 
by 
the 
grape fruit and the scientific success 
attained in the development of the 
Rusk and Wllletts hybrid cltranges. 
led to futrher work with other hy- 
brids. 
This has resulted iu the pro- 
duction of the Morton citrange, so 
named in recognition of the valuable 
services to agriculture of the late 
Hon. J. Sterling Morton, of Nebras- 
ka, Secretary of Agriculture under 
Cleveland. 


The experiments in this instance ^ 
were made at Eustis, Fla., the origi- 
nal fruit from whLch this hybrid de- 
veloped having been a cross of the 
tri-follate orange with pollen of the 
sweet orange. 
This cross fruit pro- 
duced forty seedlings, of which eleveh 
developed unmistakable signs of the 
true hybrid in exhibiting clearly in- 
termediate character of foliage. 
As 
a dessert fruit, or for eating at any 
time, it has been found to be much 
superior to the two citranges devel- 
oped prior to last winter, while it is 
as desirable for making a beverage 
similar to lemonade or limeade. 
Its 
rather firm membranes, 
separating 
the segments of the fruit, permit easy 
extraction of the pulp Nvith a spoon, 
thereby putting it at once into the 
class with grapefruit. 
It has a very: 
slight bitter taste, and when served 
with sugar can be made to 
meet 
every demand 
of 
individual taste. 
For ordinary eating it is a little more 
sour than the ordinary sweet orange, 
but not any more so than some of the 
so-called sweet oranges wbich find 
their way to the markets of the big^ 
cities. 
It is practically a 
seedless 
fruit. 


A feature of interest to consumers 
of this new fruit is the probability 
that It will be less expensive than 
oranges, for instance, because greater 
hardiness of the hybrid makes possi- 
ble to cultivation in sections where 
trees of similar species are killed by 
frost. While the cold-resistant'* qual- 
ity of the Morton has not been tested 
to its limit, the record of experiments 
shows that it went through all the 
winters at Glen St. Mary, Fla., since 
1899 without losing its leaves. 
Sev- 
eral severe freezes, which were dis- 
astrous to other species and serious- 
ly affected the orange industry even 
much further south, occurred during 
this time. 
Buds eight months old 
experienced without noticeable effect 
a temperature going down to fifteen 
degrees. 
Experiments in Georgia re- 
turned similarly successful results in 
temperature falling to eight degrees, 
showing that it can be grown not 
only wherever the orange Is success- 
ful, but in additional localities where 
the orange could not survive the low 
temperature. 
This is an important 
feature as respects the availability o ^ 
the fruit as a market commodity, a 
fact which is of general interest at 
such times as a great freeze in the 
South, when an orange crop may be 
killed off in a single night. 


Improved Pinoapplcs,. 


Pineapples, which enter so largely 
into table use, either as a fresh fruit, 
a preserve, or in the preparation of 
a beverage,, have also been the sub- 
ject of experiments by the fruit spec- 
ialists of the Department. 
When the 
experts began this work some years 
back there v/as no technical litera- 
ture on the subject available for their 
guidance. Experiments'at West Palm 
Beach did not result as well as an- 
ticipated when first started, so final- 
ly the hybrid seed obtained in the 
course of crossing experiments was 
planted in a Government greenhouse 
in Washington. 
Vv'hen the young hy- 
brid plants had reached a height of 
from six to eight inches they w^ere 
shipped south and transplanted at 
the sub-tropical 
garden 
at 
Miami, 
Fla. Heretofore, it has been asserted 
by growers that eight years was the 
time required for a pineapple to bear 
fruit, but 
these experiments 
have 
demonstrated that it can be done In 
four years, if the plants are proper- 
ly handled and nurtured. 


To test the progress made from 
year to year, pineapples grown from 
these experimental plants have been 
brought to Washington, and 
com- 
pared with best fruits obtainable in 
the Washington markets, 
In every, 
case, the experts found the flavor oJ 
the hybrids to be superivu' and from 
this they deduced the idea that the 
commercial line has been grown so 
many years without seed propaga- 
tion that the old varieties have deter-» 
iorated. 
To maintain the 
highest 
quality, a return to seed propagation 
Is recommended by some of the ex- 
perts, so that 
recent 
experiments 
may turn out not only to have pro- 
duced new hybrids, but to have start- 
ed a rejuvenation of the old speciea 
which had received a minimum of 
gcientific care in the rush of cemmer- 
oiftl d»velopnipnt.

BARRELING. 


It is necessary to have an attractive 
package. 
Boxes are used in the 
West, but in the East wo do not grow 
apples attractive enough to warrant 
the use of boxes. We prefer new bar­ 
rels, but some in the trade like flour 
barrels best. 


Barrels should be cleaned by wash­ 
ing if necessary. 
Place a round 
pasteboard at the bottom, then put 
a layer of apples, stems down, in con­ 
centrate layers. 
Fill the barrel, con­ 
stantly shaking as you proceed, and 
heap it a little above the top. 
Place 
a cushion of excelsior above the top 
and press in the head.— W. Ii. Blod­ 
gett, Worcester County, Mass.

FALL ORCHARD PLOWING. 


Professor King, of the University 
of Wisconsin, advises orchardists to 
plow their orchards and small fruit 
plantations late in fall, after the 
Wood has ripened, as in so doing the 
spring moisture will be better con­ 
served. 
Pie says: 
“Late fall plow­ 
ing and deep cultivation in orchards 
of fruit trees and in vineyards of 
small fruits, after the wood is fully 
matured and growth arrested by the 
cold weather, will do very much to­ 
ward giving the soil better moisture 
relations the next spring. 
In cases 
where injury from deep freezing is 
liable to occur the late fall plowing 
will lessen this dajiger because the 
loose soil blanket will help to retain 
the heat in the ground as well as 
the soil moisture. 
In the late plow­ 
ing and deep tillage there is little 
danger of increasing the loss of plant 
food by leaching because the season 
is too late and the temperature of 
the soil too low to stimulate the for­ 
mation of nitratros.” 


THE ORNAMENTAL GARDEN. 
May is at hand anxious to outdo 
her predeccessor with a wondrous 
wealth of bloom. 
Flowering crabs 
show marvelous shadings of crimson- 
pink and white. 
Sheltered snowdrop 
trees repay this care in their marvel­ 
ous way, and toward the end of the 
month thorns in great variety by 
their prolific abundance of showy 
white, subtly fragrant flowers give 
promise of a showy autumn crop of 
fruits. 
Shrubs make a wonderful 
show in confusing variety, Spireas,

wildings, but the May flower, Pinx- 
tar flower and Rhodora hold their 
own for quiet harmonious beauty. 
Bulbs are in their heyday of beauty. 
Tulips in all their marvelous color­ 
ing, the weird Fritillarias, the white 
lipped Grape Hyacinths, the Stars of 
Bethlehem 
and

COTTON OIL FOR TABLE USB# 


Strong Movement on Foot to Use tlia 
Meal Similarly. 


A few years ago cotton seed could 
be used for no purposes except for 
planting and for fertilizer. 
With the 
introduction of the oil mills and the 
crushers, the seed began to be used 
for the oil and whereas farmers had 
left their cotton seed at the gins, 
they began to get a very good price 
for what had never been considered 
a part of the cotton crop. 


Now the statement is made that 
cotton-seed meal will be prepared for 
table use. 
This may mean a great 
deal to the people of the South. 
Mr. 
Edward A. Eve of the chemical lab­ 
oratory of the Southern Cotton Oil 
Company of Columbia, S. C., has pre­ 
pared for The Columbia State the fol­ 
lowing on'the subject of “Progressive 
Milling:” 


“The growing agitation of the 
question of using cotton-seed meal as 
a human food will naturally bring 
the managers of the oil mills, and all 
thinking men who are in any way 
interested In them, to a realization 
of the fact that the oil mill business, 
from a physical standpoint, is far be­ 
hind other food manufacturing in­ 
dustries. 
Everything indicates that 
this momentous question will be set­ 
tled in a short time and that cotton­ 
seed meal when properly prepared 
will be recognized as not only a 
healthful and palatable food, but by 
far the most nutritive and economi­ 
cal bread-stuff on the market. 


“The effect of such world-wide im­ 
portance attaching to this heretofore 
neglected product will necessarily be 
to turn the lime-light on the oil mills 
where it is manufactured. 
Then, if 
not sooner, it will be seen what 
crude affairs oil mills are, as com­ 
pared with flour mills and corn mills, 
and how carelessly and wastefully a 
large majority of them are operated. 
They can hardly be criticised, it is 
true, for not having discarded ‘their 
old machinery and adopted the in­ 
ventions of recent years, such as the 
cold-press and other radically new 
methods, because’it has not yet been 
thoroughly demonstrated that there 
is anything better than the old reg­ 
ulation steam-cooker and hydraulic 
press. 
However, it is in the neglect 
to perfect and work to the best ad­ 
vantage the methods that are now 
in use that nine-tentlis of the oil 
mills show themselves less enterpris­ 
ing and progressive than the flour 
and corn mills. 


“One hopeful sign is that a few, 
a vory small percentage of the 800 
oil mills in the South, are realizing 
how much economy can be effected 
and how much the quantity and the 
quality of their products can be im­ 
proved by following the example of 
the flour and corn and linseed mills 
in employing 
science 
and 
expert 
knowledge in working out the details 
of the operation, 


“Chemistry is doing more than 
any other one factor to perfect ti c 
industry, by showing the quality of 
the products and the quantity of 
needless waste; and it is to be hoped 
that the mills generally will soon 
awake to the importance of both as­ 
certaining and remedying all unnec­ 
essary losses, seeing that the truest 
economy is practiced by those that 
intelligently spend a little money to 
obtain the best results and get an 
increased yield of a few gallons of 
oil per ton of seed in return.”

American fruit product* 


One of the most popular and de­ 
licious thirst-quenching decoctions at 
this season of the year is limeade. 
Up to within seven or eight years ago, 
although the lime as a fruit was 
r<rown in all tropical and sub-tropi­ 
cal countries for home consumption, 
it was only at a very few places 
that it was cultivated extensively for 
the manufacture of an article known 
as “lime juice.” No commercial cul­ 
ture existed, however, in any part 
of the United States, and this was an 
evident indication that there was no 
demand which made fruit growers 
suppose it would be worth their while 
to grow limes. 
When the use of 
limes at soda fountains was intro­ 
duced, the demand increased so rap­ 
idly that the fruit attained a stand­ 
ing as a commercial product, and de­ 
veloped trade possibilities which were 
promptly recognized by plantation 
owners in southern Florida. 


As the general demand for the 
lime is of such recent origin, very 
few varieties have been specifically 
named or become permanently intro­ 
duced 
in 
the 
principal 
markets. 
Some sections of the couutry have 
shown a decided preference for the 
small specimens, while in other cases 
largo limes are more in demand. 
Some are very seedy, while others do 
not reach their prime until late in 
the season. 
The unknown qualities 
of the lime are so great, when com­ 
pared with similar varieties of fruit 
which have been under observation 
and cultivation for decades past, that 
there has been unusual difficulty in 
differentiating closely between the 
few varieties now practically estab­ 
lished and the others which are still 
largely in an experimental stage. 


After much experimentation the 
Department experts have given names 
to two specimens which have pro­ 
gressed under their care to a point 
where they are looked upon as com­ 
mercial successes. 
The smaller of 
the two is a hybrid of the West In­ 
dian lime with pollen of the Sicily 
lemon, and has been named the pal­ 
metto. 
The original seedling was 
grown, fruited, and tested in the 
sub-tropical garden of the Depart­ 
ment as Miami, Fla. 
The original 
experimental 
tree 
produced 
only 
three seedlings. 
One of these was 
small and ultimately died, but both 
of the others, which are almost exact 
duplicates of each other, have borne 
fruit which has had one of the chief 
marks of success— uniformity of size. 
Each lime weighs a trifle over one 
ounce, is nearly round, with a smooth 
surface, and a rind less than one 
sixteenth o? an inchin thickness. The 
pulp, of a light greenish color, is- 
tender and very juicy, with a flavor 
which the expertr» describe as “a 
sprightly acid of excellent bouquet." 
It is almost seedless, having usually 
only from three to six seeds. 
A* fea­ 
ture recommending it to fruit-grow­ 
ers is that it matures early and that 
because of the spreading, bushy na­ 
ture of the vigorous hybridized tree, 
it bears the greater part of the fruit 
near the ends of the branches, where 
it may be picked with the minimum 
of trouble and injury. 


This small, regular, and very juicy 
type exactly fits the requirements of 
the trade in some sections of the 
country, and is destined to command 
a good price and wide market for the 
growers. 
For other sections, how­ 
ever, where for some reason or other 
the larger specimen of limes is pre­ 
ferred, the experts have provided a 
cros/3 between the West Indian lime 
and the grape fruit. 
This has been 
named the “Everglade” lime, produc­ 
ing the largest fruits of any lime 
tested in the course of the official ex­ 
periments in hybridization. The fruit 
is UlipticaJ> measuring from an inch 
And a half to two inches in diameter, 
^rom one and three-quarters to 
K ns Mian two inches in height. 
Its 
uC.\o*> is light yellow, without the 
greenish, tinge which distinguishes 
the smaller palmetto variety. 
Its 
characteristic# are very similar lo 


termediate character of foliage. 
Aa 
a dessert fruit, or for eating at any; 
time, it has been found to be much 
superior to the two citranges devel­ 
oped prior to last winter, while it is 
as desirable for making a beverage 
similar to lemonade or limeade. 
Its 
rather firm membranes, separating 
the segments of the fruit, permit easy 
extraction of the pulp with a spoon, 
thereby putting it at once into tho 
class with grapefruit. 
It has a very 
slight bitter taste, and when served 
with sugar can be made to meet 
every demand of individual taste. 
For ordinary eating it is a little more 
sour than the ordinary sweet orange, 
but not any more so than some of the 
so-called sweet oranges which find 
their way to the markets of the big 
cities. 
It is practically a seedless 
fruit. 


A feature of interest to consumers 
of this new fruit is the probability 
that It will bo less expensive than 
oranges, for instance, because greater 
hardiness of the hybrid makes possi­ 
ble to cultivation in sections where 
trees of similar species are killed by 
frost. 
While the cold-resistantvqual- 
Ity of the Morton has not been tested 
to its limit, the record of experiments 
shows that it went through all the 
winters at Glen St. Mary, Fla., since 
189 9 without losing its leaves. 
Sev­ 
eral severe freezes, which were dis­ 
astrous to other species and serious­ 
ly affected the orange industry even 
much further south, occurred during 
this time. 
Buds eight months old 
experienced without noticeable effect 
a temperature going down to fifteen 
degrees. 
Experiments in Georgia re­ 
turned similarly successful results in 
temperature falling to eight degrees, 
showing that it can be grown not 
only wherever the orange is success­ 
ful, but in additional localities where 
the orange could not survive the low 
temperature. 
This is an important 
feature as respects the availability of* 
the fruit as a market commodity, a 
fact which is of general interest at 
such times as a great freeze in the 
South, when an orange crop may be 
killed off in a single night. 


Improved Pineapples.. 


Pineapples, which enter so largely 
into table use, either as a fresh fruit, 
a preserve, or ii: the preparation of 
a beverage,, have also been the sub­ 
ject of experiments by the fruit spec­ 
ialists of the Department. 
When the 
experts began this work some years 
back there was no technical litera­ 
ture on the subject available for their 
guidance. Experiments’at West Palm 
Beach did not result as well as an­ 
ticipated when first started, so final­ 
ly the hybrid seed obtained in the 
course of crossing experiments was 
planted in a Government greenhouse 
in Washington, When the young hy­ 
brid plants had reached a height of 
from six to eight inches they were 
shipped south and transplanted at 
the sub-tropical garden at Miami, 
Fla. Heretofore, it has been asserted 
by growers that eight years was the 
time required for a pineapple to bear 
fruit, but 
these experiments 
have 
demonstrated that it can be done in 
four years, if the plants are proper­ 
ly handled and nurtured. 


To test the progress made from 
year to year, pineapples grown from 
these experimental plants have been

iorated. 
To maintain the highest 
quality, a return to seed propagation 
is recommended by some of the ex­ 
perts, so that 
recent 
experiments 
may turn out not only to haye pro­ 
duced new hybrids, but to have start­ 
ed a rejuvenation of the old species 
which had received a minimum of 
scientific care in the rush of commer* 
oial davelopmRut.

painfully made a bowline in the end 
of the rope, the fingers of my left 
hand being, fortunately, free. 
Slip- 


ping the noose over my right foot, I 
called to those above to haul away. 
I called to them to move the rope to 
the right and then to lower me, and 
after considerable difficulty in the 
dense 
darkness 
I discovered the 


steward, but could not rescue him 
on account of a. projection of ice that 
interfered. 
I told him it would be 


best for the men to haul me up and 
then, send the rope down again for 
him, 
to which he agreed. 
I was 


drawn to the surface just in time. I 
fainted on reaching the top. 
The 


steward was hauled up next. 
No 


bones were broken, but a cut on the 
steward's face required stitching. 


On measuring the rope Seaman 


Duffy found we had fallen to the 
depth of seventy feet into the crev- 
asse, a providential escape, for if we 
had fallen a short distance further 
to the north, where the crevasse wid- 
ened, we should have descended bft- 
yond the reach of help.

blooded Zulu, once received a gold 
medal, the oratorical prize of Colum- 
bia University. It was the purpose 
of the prince, after a three years' law 
course -t Oxford, to return to his own 
country and take his place among 
the Zulus as a native attorney-gen- 
eral, representing the interests of his 
people before the British Govern- 
ment. 


The character of the Zulu has o<*en 


much misrepresented. 
The popult.-^ 


conception is or a horn* of fierce and 
brawn savages, erne! and irresponsi- 
ble. In fact, the race is quiet, kin£- 
3y, light hearted, sober and cleanly. 
TEe average Zulu is brave, generous 
and good humored to a degree. It is 
only in the madness and exultation 
of war and -victory that he becomes 
like a wild beast. Even then he is 
more merciful than the red Indian, 
who deiights in the prolonged torture 
of his victim.

of hist winter, when Captain 3-laold 
Amundsen, having located the north 
magnetic role, and sailed froiu the 
Atlantic to Herschel Island by 
the 
long-sour>ht 
"ncrlhwest 
passage, 
left his sloop Gjoa with them, 
and 
camo over ice and 
snow 
to 
Eagle 
City to send nev/s of his''and 
their 
safety. 


Now Captain Amundsen is on his 
way back to the far North with a dog 
sled loaded with letters for them. 
He 
left Eagle City about Aju'il 1, going 
by v/ay 
of F o r t 
Yukon. 
He 
had 
eighty-seven pounds of mail for the 
imprisoned sailors—and every letter 
of it written weeks before the earth- 
quake and fire which devastated the 
homes of many of them. 
He expect- 
ed to clear the Gjoa from the 
ice 
about August 1, and sailing south- 
ward, after a stop at Sitka, will pro- 
ceed home for Denmark by way of 
Cape Horn and the Antarctic, where- 
upon he will be tlie first man to cir- 
cumnavigate America. 


Tq supplement the news carried by 
Captain Amundsen and to inform the 
sailors of the great catastrophe, an 
oíRcer of the Canadian mounted po- 
lice has set out from Winnipeg with 
a complete account of the San F r a n - 
cisco disaster, and with other 
mail 
for the whalemen. 


From Edmonton hf sta?'ted 
over- 
land to the Athabasca River, and Avill 
go by way of 'ílave River and Great 
Slave Lake, and in a Hudson 
Bay 
Company's steamer down the 
Mac- 
kenzie River, the latter a journey of 
1200 miles, to the Arctic, and 
then 
along the coast 5 50 miles to Herschel 
Island, where he will arrive 
som-e 
time in midsummer. 


With this ofllcer goes a single com- 
panion, 
another 
Arctic 
adventurer, 
and one almost to the manor 
born, 
since he is of Icelandic 
parentage. 
This is Mr. Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson, 
an ethnologist, of Harvard. 
At the 
same time that he started from AVin- 
nipeg. Captain E j n a r Mikkelsen. of 
the Danish merchant marine, sailed 
with a British and American expedi- 
tion from a port in British Columbia, 
going by v a y of Bering Sea, lo en- 
deavor to establish a new •'Farthest 
North." 
This expedition will call at 
Herschel Island for Mr. Stefansson, 
and carry him to Wollaston 
Land, 
where the ship will spend the v.'inter. 
There Mr. Stefansson will be left to 
study an entirely unvisited tribe of 
Eskimos, and will spend two or three 
years 
investigating 
their 
language, 
religion, racial characteristics and all 
else interesting to the 
ethnologists. 
In the spring the ship will go 
to 
Banks Land, where it will leave Cap- 
tain Mikkelsen and Mr, Leifingwell, 
an 
American 
geographer. 
These 
men, after a year of preparation, will 
set out in the spring of 1908 for the 
'^Farther North" in an endeavor to 
go as near the pole as possible and 
map all they find. 
They will come 
home ovoriand when their work 
is 
done, relying on aid from the natives. 


While all this activity is going on 
at the north of America, Air. Well- 
man, correspondent of 
a 
Chicago 
newspaper, has buili at the very spot 
In Spitsbergen from wliich Andre set 
out in his balloon the largest balloon 
shed in the world, iu which he ex- 
pects to inflate a gigantic 
airship, 
with

to vifit the 
North 
Pole.

country and take his place 
among 
the Zulus as -a native attorney-gen- 
eral, representing the interests of his 
people 
before 
the 
British 
Govern- 
m e n t 


The character of the Znln has I»pen 
much misrepresented. 
The popuh. 
conception is oZ a hori^« of fierce and 
brawn savages, cruel and irresponsi- 
ble, 
In fact, the race is aqiet, kind- 
ly, light hearted, sober and cleanly. 
The average Zulu is brave, generous 
and good humored to a degree. 
It is 
only in th^ madness and 
exultation 
of war and victory f h a t he becomes 
Ijke a wild beast. 
Even then he is 
more merciful than the red Indian, 
who delights in the prolonged torture 
of his victim. 


One who has traveled much among 
them says that, save in the time of 
^ctuaj war, a white man may go all 
over Zululand 
unarmed 
in 
perfect 
safety provided 
he is friendly and 
courteous to the natives. 


Honesty is a characteristic virtue 
of these people. 
T h e genuine Zulu Is 
too noble to be a thlt;f, 
He e^ult* iu 


T gifts, but his native code of honor 
forbids his pilfering. 
Indeed, prop- 
erty is far more safe in a Zulu vil- 
lage than in a first-class European or 
American hoteU 


One writer, in speaking 
of 
this 
trait, says that many a time he has 
left his camp waçon unprotected and 
como back to find it surrounded by 
squatting 
natives 
pointing 
out 
to 
each other, with interest and curiosi- 
ty, such articles as were visible, but 
not touching a thing. 


One day he left his kit spread opf^n 
on the iloor of his tent and much of 
the contents scattered 
about, 
iîe- 
turning 
two 
hours later he 
saw 
about thirty Zulus, men, women and 
children, 
crowded 
about 
the 
door> 
eagerly discussing the 
fiannel 
shirts, 
clothing, books,'knives, tobacco, and 
even money, which lay about in plain 
sight. 
Not the smallest trifle had 
been touched. 


Zulus have 
little 
conception 
of 
numbers. 
Their own language only 
counts up to seven. 
Eight and up- 
ward 
are 
represented by English 
terms, or the words, ''a great num- 
ber." 
In the military drills 
under 
British captains the order, "Fall off 
by fours!'* sadly puzzles the native 
soldiers. 
When the command is giv- 
en a general uneasiness is visible. 
Over and over the order is given and 
the attempt made, only to end in con- 
fusion. 
Left to 
themselves, 
with 
freedom to work out the puzzle by 
intuition, not arithmetic, they divide 
into sections of fours with perfect ac- 
curacy.

RESCUED FROM A 
CREVASSE. 


Anthony Fiala. in his records of 
Two. Years in the Arctic," in 
M c 
Clure's Mai^azine, tells of his rescue 
from a deep crevasse on Hooker Isl- 
and. 
He was crossing an ice cap, 
when 
the snow gave way 
beneath 
him. 
He began a frightful descent 
and then lost consciousness. 


On 
recovering 
consciousness, 
he 
writes, 
I found myself wedged 
be- 
tween I wo curves in the walls of the 
crevasse, 
tho 
convex 
surfaces 
of 
which narrowed sufiiciently to hold 
me between the breast and back. 
My 
left arm was bent over my 
breast, 
and had prevented me from falling 
through the neck of the funnel. 
Be- 
neath was a great cavern in which I 
could move my legs without 
finding 
the walls. 
Had I stepped three feet 
further to the right I should 
have 
dropped to depths unfathomable. 


The darkness was intense, but far 
above m e shone a faint halo of blue 
with rays of light that came part way 
along a face of black, glassy 
ice. 
This told me where the men 
were. 
They asked how deep I had fallen. 
I shouted that I was about 150 feet 
down, for so it semeed to me. 
Just 
then I heard an awful sound in the 
crevasse. 
It appeared to come from 
below. 
My 
first-thought 
w^as that a 
pack of dogs had fallen in with me. 
Soon the noise turned into articulate 
speech, and I learned that 
Steward 
Spencer, who had tried to save me, 
had fallen in, too. 


At last I saw aboA^e me the end of 
a rope, which gradually neared. 
My 
right arm was free, tand at last tho 
precious line was in my hand. 
I 
painfully made a bowline in the end 
of the rope, the 
fingers 
of my left 
hand being, fortunately, free. 
Slip- 
ping the noose over my right foot, I 
called to those above to haul away. 
I called to them to move the rope to 
the right and then to lower me, and 
after considerable 
difficulty in 
the 
dense 
darkness 
I discovered 
the 
steward, but could not rescue 
him 
on account of a projection of ice that 
interfered. 
I told him it would be 
best for the men to haul me up and 
then send the rope down again for 
him, 
to which 
he 
agreed. 
I 
was 
drawn to the surface just in time. 
I 
fainted on reaching the top. 
The 
steward 
was hauled 
up next. 
No 
bones were broken, but a cut on the 
steward's face required stitching. 


On measuring 
the 
rope 
Seaman 
Duffy found we had fallen to 
the 
depth of seventy feet into the crev- 
asse, a providential escape, for If we 
had fallen a short distance f u r t h e r 
to the north, where the crevasse wid- 
ened, we should have descended be- 
yond the reach of help.

ARCTIC ADVENTURERS. 


In the Arctic Ocean, in the neigh­ 
borhood of Herschel Island, are a 
number of American whaling vessels, 
with their crews, frozen in the ice. 
Some of them have been there two 
years, waiting patiently for the floes 
to separate and for mild weather to 
afford them passage to Bering Sea, 
and so to the Pacific Ocean and home. 


Many of the sailors in these ships 
hail from San Francisco. 
They have 
been sinee last summer entirely with­ 
out news from their homes, and the 
last news their home folks have re­ 
ceived from them came in the middle 
of last winter, when Captain Raold 
Amundsen, having located the north 
magnetic role, and sailed from the 
Atlantic to Herschel Island by the 
long-sought 
“northwest 
passage,” 
left his sloop Gjoa with them, and 
came over ice and snow to Eaglo 
City to send news of his •’and their 
safety. 


Now Captain Amundsen is on his 
way back to the far North with a dog 
sled loaded with letters for them. He' 
left Eagle City about April 1, going 
by way of Fort Yukon, 
lie had 
eighty-seven pounds of mail for the 
imprisoned sailors—and every letter 
of it written weeks before the earth­ 
quake and lire which devastated the 
homes of many of them. 
He expect­ 
ed to clear the Gjoa from the ice 
about August 1, and sailing south­ 
ward, after a stop at Sitka, will pro­ 
ceed home for Denmark by way of 
Cape Horn and the Antarctic, where­ 
upon he will be the first man to cir­ 
cumnavigate America. 


Tq supplement the news carried by 
Captain Amundsen and to inform the 
sailors of the great catastrophe, an 
officer of the Canadian mounted po­ 
lice has set out from Winnipeg with 
a complete account of tho San Fran­ 
cisco disaster, and with other mail 
for the whalemen. 


From Edmonton hf sta?ted over­ 
land to the Athabasca River, and will 
go by way of ^lave River and Great 
Slave Lake, and in a Hudson Bay 
Company’s steamer down the Mac­ 
kenzie River, the latter a journey of 
1200 miles, to the Arctic, and then 
along the coast 5 50 miles to Herschel 
Island, where he will arrive some 
time in midsummer. 


With this officer goes a single com­ 
panion, another Arctic adventurer, 
and one almost to the manor born, 
since he is of Icelandic parentage. 
This is Mr. Vilhjalmur Stefansson, 
an ethnologist, of Harvard. 
At the 
same time that he started from Win­ 
nipeg, Captain Ejnar Mikkelsen, of 
the Danish merchant marine, sailed 
with a British and American expedi­ 
tion from a port in British Columbia, 
.going by vay of Bering Sea, to en­ 
deavor to establish a new “Farthest 
North.” 
This expedition will call at 
Herschel Island for Mr. Stefansson, 
and carry him to Wollaston Land, 
where the ship will spend the winter. 
There Mr. Stefansson will be left to 
study an entirely unvisited tribe of 
Eskimos, and will spend two or three 
years investigating their language, 
religion, racial characteristics and all 
else interesting to the ethnologists. 
In the spring the ship will go to 
Banks Land, where it will leave Cap­ 
tain Mikkelsen and Mr. Leifingwell, 
an 
American 
geographer. 
These 
meii, after a year of preparation, will 
set out in the spring of 1908 for the 
“Farther North” in an endeavor to 
go as near the pole as possible and 
map all they find. 
They will come 
home ovoriand when their work is 
done, relying on aid from the natives. 


While all this activity is going on 
at the north of America, Mr. Well­ 
man, correspondent of 
a 
Chicago 
newspaper, has built at the very spot 
In Spitsbergen from which Andre set 
out in his balloon the largest balloon 
shed in the world, in which he ex­ 
pects to inflate a gigantic airship, 
with which his editor-in-chief has 
“assigned7' him to visit the North 
Pole. 


SAVAGES OF NOBLE QUALITIES. 


Prince Pka Isaka Seme, a full- 
blooded Zulu, once received a gold 
medal, the oratorical prize of Colum­ 
bia University. 
It was the purpose 
of the prince, after’a three years* law 
course .*t Oxford# to return to his own 
country and take his place among 
the Zulus as -a native attorney-gen­ 
eral, representing the interests of his 
people before the British Govern­ 
ment. 


The character of the Zulu has !*een 
mucJ} misrepresented. 
The popuh.^ 
conception is o£ a hortta of fierce and 
brawn savages, cruel and irresponsi­ 
ble, 
In fact, the race is quiet, kind­ 
ly, light hearted, sober and cleanly. 
Pile average Zulu is brave, generous 
and good humored to a degree. It is 
only in th§ madnes.s and exultation 
of war and victory fhat he becomes 
IJke a wild beast. 
Even then he is 
more merciful than the red Indian, 
who delights in the prolonged torture 
of his victim. 


One who has traveled much among 
them says that, save in the time of 
actual war, a white man may go all 
over Zululand unarmed in perfect 
safety provided he is friendly and 
courteous to the natives. 


Honesty is a characteristic virtue 
of these people. The genuine Zulu is 
too noble to be a thief. He 
ia j 


T gifts, but his native code of honor 
forbids his pilfering. 
Indeed, prop­ 
erty is far more safe in a Zulu vil­ 
lage than in a first-class European or 
American hotel. 


One writer, in speaking of this 
trait, says that many a time he has 
left his camp wagon unprotected and 
come back to find it surrounded by 
squatting 
natives pointing out to 
each other, with interest and curiosi­ 
ty, such articles as were visible, but 
not touching a thing. 


One day he left his kit spread open 
on the floor of his tent and much of 
the contents scattered about. 
Re­ 
turning 
two 
hours later he saw 
about thirty Zulus, men, women and 
children, crowded about the door, 
eagerly discussing the flannel shirts, 
clothing, books,*knives, tobacco, and 
even money, which lay about in plain 
sight. 
Not the smallest trifle had 
been touched. 


Zulus have little 
conception 
of 
numbers. 
Their own language only 
counts up to seven. 
Eight and up­ 
ward 
are 
represented by English 
terms, or the words, “a great num­ 
ber.” 
In the military drills under 
British captains the order, “Fall off 
by fours!” sadly puzzles the native 
soldiers. When the command is giv­ 
en a general uneasiness is visible. 
Over and over the order is given and 
the attempt made, only to end in con­ 
fusion. 
Left to 
themselves, 
with 
freedom to work out the puzzle by 
intuition, not arithmetic, they divide 
into sections of fours with perfect ac­ 
curacy.

RESCUED FROM A CREVASSE. 


Anthony Fiala, in his records of 
Two. Years in the Arctic,” in Mc­ 
Clure’s Magazine, tells of his rescue 
from a deep crevasse on Hooker Isl­ 
and. 
He was crossing an ice cap, 
when the snow gave way beneath 
him. 
He began a frightful descent 
and then lost consciousness. 


On recovering consciousness, he 
writes, I found myself wedged be­ 
tween two curves in the walls of the 
crevasse, 
the 
convex 
surfaces 
of 
which narrowed sufficiently to hold 
me between the breast and back. My 
left arm was bent over my breast, 
and had prevented me from falling 
through the neck of the funnel. 
Be­ 
neath was a great cavern in which I 
could move my legs without finding 
the walls. 
Had I stepped three feet 
further to the right I should have 
dropped to depths unfathomable. 


The darkness was intense, but far 
above me shone a faint halo of blue 
with rays of light that came part way 
along a face of black, glassy ice. 
This told me where the men were. 
They asked how deep I had failen. 
I shouted that I was about 150 feet 
down, for so it semeed to me. 
Just 
then I heard an awful sound in the 
crevasse. 
It appeared to come from 
below. 
My first, thought was that a 
pack of dogs had fallen in with me. 
Soon the noise turned into articulate 
speech, and I learned that Steward 
Spencer, who had tried to save me, 
had fallen in, too. 


At last I saw above me the end of 
a rope, which gradually neared. 
My 
right arm was free, <and at last the 
precious line was in my hand. 
I 
painfully made a bowline in the end 
of the rope, the fingers of my left 
hand being, fortunately, free. 
Slip­ 
ping the noose over my right foot, I 
called to those above to haul away. 
I called to them to move the rope to 
the right and then to lower me, and 
after considerable difficulty in the 
dense 
darkness 
I discovered the 
steward, but could not rescue him 
011 account of a projection of ice that 
interfered. 
I told him it would be 
best for the men to haul me up and 
then send the rope down again for 
him, to which he agreed. 
I was 
drawn to the surface just in time. 
I 
fainted on reaching the top. 
The 
steward was hauled up next. 
No 
bones were broken, but a cut on the 
steward’s face required stitching. 


On measuring the rope Seaman 
Duffy found we had fallen to the 
depth of seventy feet into the crev­ 
asse, a providential escape, for if we 
had fallen a short distance further 
to the north, where the crevasse wid­ 
ened, we should have descended be­ 
yond the reach of help.
